BS AFFIRMATIVE ACTION 
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"POLICE HOME RULE" 


State Assemblyman EUGENE H. THOMPSON (D-Essex) stated 
that he has some very serious reservations concerning 
recommendations to Gov. Brendan Byrne whereby the State may 
seek control over local police. 

The Assemblyman stated that “aside from the plan raising some 
serious questions addressing Home Rule, the rationale that the 
reforms would target street crime raises a suspicion in my mind that 
the recommendations intend to reach an objective not stated.” 

The Assemblyman went on to state that the recommendations 
reminds one of Lewis Carroll's Through the Looking Glass, where 


Humpty Dumpty said to Alice "There's Glory for you.” “| don't 
know what you mean by Glory” Alice said. Humpty Dumpty smiled 
contemptuously. "Of course you don't — till | tell you. | mean

The Assemblyman further stated that “| absolutely have no 
problem with the complete elimination of Street Crime.

But, | assume that we still live in a free 
society and | would rather see the problem of street crime resolved 
on a local level rather than have Home Rule eliminated and replaced 
by a non-resident Big Brother.” 

The Assemblyman went on to state that “earlier reports 
regarding the question of state control over local police had 
mentioned that the State of Louisiana had tried this approach. 

The Public Information Officer, New Orleans Police Dept. 
stated that this approach has never been attempted because it 
constitutes an absolute infringement on Home Rule.” 

In conclusion, the Assemblyman went on to state “with respect 
to my assembly district, | have the greatest confidence in the 
professionalism of the Police Department and it's Director. The issue 
is money to carry out the Weit вг 4, 1980, referendum апа пої ап 
Orwell solution.”

If you en- 
counter a problem with your merchandise, you most 
likely will never see the street vendor again. 


Save all receipts for future returns. 


Ask if the item purchased can be returned or exchang- 
ed. Make sure it's in writing and you have a receipt; 
some stores aren't that reliable. 


Check all toys when purchased to make sure they are 
operating properly. 

Make sure the toys you buy are recommended by the 
manufacturer for the particular age of the child you 
are buying the toy. 

Never purchase items on the street that are factory 
packed. What you pay for may not be what you'll find 
in the package. 


Never purchase items that yu can't inspect prior to 
purchase. 
Shop around for the best buy, compare prices as well 
as quality. 


Never remove price tags from items. Some stores will 


not accept them for returns. 

Beware of bargains that are too good to be true. 
Make sure the salesman is really a salesman and not 
someone trying to make you a deal you can't refuse.
